OMcinin of Gulf System Append
Commercial Clab for Sapport In
the Threatencd Noyecott,

Secretary Ult of the Commercial club has
received a letter from J. A. Hanley, trafiic
manager of the Kansas Clty, Pltisburg &
Gulf rallroad, in which he |8 asked to enlist
the moral support of the Omaha businesa
men to assist the Gulf route to resist the
hoyeott that {8 threatened by the other
southern lines. Mr, Hanley says the boy-
cott has been begun purely because his road
was trying to do some business from Mis-
sourl polnts to the seaboard by way of the
gulf ports, and that the Gulf route proposes
to stand pat. He suggests that, as his road
has been a potent factor In securing re-
duced frenght rates from Omaha, Its people
should glve It all possible support in the
present controversy,

Secretary Utt has also recelved a com-
munication from Commissioner W. P. Trick-
ett of the Commercial club of Kansas City
on the same subject. Mr. Trickett Incloses
a copy of a circular that he is gending out
to Kansas Clty business men and asks that
the Omaha people take the matter up and
help boost for the Gulf route In recognl-
tion of its services in bringing down rall-
road rates from Missourl points to the sea-
board.

No actlon has yvat been taken by the local
organization, but it is likely that the mat-
ter will be brought before the proper bureau
at once, Some of the jobbers assert that
Omaha shippers must hold up the hands of
the Gulf people as a matter of self-protec-
tlon. They aseert that since the road hee
gan operationa two years ngo merchandlse
rates from Omaba to the seabonrd have
been reduced from $1.25 and $1.35 per hun-
dred w 80 and 90 cents on first-class
frelght. Previously the St. Louls rate to
Beltimore and New York was 116 per cent
of the Chicago rate. This was computea
on a mileage basis and i{f the Omaha rate
had been computed in the same way It
would have been about 130 per cent of the
Chicago rate, But for twenty years the
roads charged an arbitrary of 60 cents from
tha Mississippl river to Omaha and this wos
only discontinued when the Gulf route came
into the field and carried the freight to the
gulf and thence on the Mallory line of
steamships to Atlantic coast polnta at
greatly reduded rates.

It is alleged that a similar effect has
been produced in grain rates and that the
Nabraska farmers have realized 5 cents a
bushel mors for their graln than they would
tave secured If the old rates had been in
foree, Previously the rates to Baltimore
and New York were from 35 to 40 cents, but
the Gulf route has out them as low as 13
conts, It s argued that if the other roads
should succeed in their effort to freeze out
the Gulf route the previous exactions might
be resumed and that it Is consequently im-
portant that the boycoit should not succeed,
